You  are  always  assured  of  receiving 
new  and  not  shop-worn  stock.  You  also  save  at  least  30  per  cent.,  which 
would  have  to  be  added  to  our  prices  if  we  sold  our  cases  through  dealers. 

HOW  TO  ORDER 

Arrange  your  books  and  determine  by  measurements  in  lineal  inches 
the  total  length  of  shelf  space  required  to  hold  them.  Divide  this  length 
by  32,  the  inside  length  of  book  sections,  and  you  will  have  the  number  of 
book  sections  in  standard  length  needed  to  hold  the  books. 

The  number  of  tops  and  bases  needed  will  be  governed  by  the  arrange- 
ment desired.  Four  or  five  book  sections  with  top  and  base  make  a  con- 
venient height. 

To  determine  the  sizes  of  sections  needed,  measure  the  heights  of  books; 
sections  are  named  from  the  heights  of  books  they  will  accommodate;  thus 
91/4  inch  book  section  will  accommodate  books  fully  914  inches  high,  and 
still  allow  for  tilting  the  books  in  removing  from  the  section.  Allowance 
is  also  made  in  the  other  sizes. 
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GENERAL  CONSTRUCTION 

Top  Sections:  As  the  sections  for  holding  books  are  open  at  the  top,  the  shelf 
of  one  section  covering  the  top  of  the  next  lower  one,  a  top  section  is  necessary  to 
cover  the  upper  book  section.  This  top  section  also  serves  to  give  a  finished  ap- 
pearance to  the  case,  as  it  is  equipped  with  a  handsome  front  moulding  which  pro- 
duces a  neat  artistic  effect. 

Base  Sections:  In  order  to  raise  the  case  from  the  floor,  a  base  section  should 
be  used.  This  makes  it  easy  to  refer  to  books  in  the  lower  book  section,  and  also 
gives  the  case  a  solid  foundation.  Our  base  sections  are  made  in  several  difi'erent 
styles,  as  shown  in  the  different  illustrations  throughout  the  catalog.  In  using  cases 
on  a  table,  shelf  or  desk,  this  base  section  may  be  dispensed  with,  if  desired. 

Book  Sections:  A  case  may  be  composed  of  top,  base  and  one  or  more  sections 
for  holding  books.  These  book  sections  are  composed  of  shelf,  back,  two  ends  and 
door.  The  shelf  is  very  solidly  made  and  smoothly  finished;  being  seven-eighths 
inch  thick,  it  is  very  strong  and  will  hold  the  weight  of  any  number  of  books  that 
may  be  placed  in  the  section.  The  back  is  three-eighths  inch  thick,  and  is  smoothly 
finished.  The  ends  are  seven-eighths  inch  thick,  handsomely  shaped  and  finished, 
and  beaded  at  the  lower  end  to  break  the  joint  where  the  sections  interlock.  These 
ends  are  hinged  to  the  shelves  with  special  irons  to  allow  the  cases  to  be  folded  flat 
for  shipment.  On  the  inside  of  the  ends  are  secured  the  rollers  and  wide  runways 
upon  which  the  door  operates. 
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DOORS 

The  Lundstrom  Sectional  Book- 
case is  equipped  with  overlapping, 
pivoted  glass  doors,  which,  upon 
being  raised  to  a  horizontal  posi- 
tion, slide  back  over  the  books 
entirely  out  of  the  way. 

Each  door  may  be  removed 
without  disturbing  the  books  or 
disconnecting  the  adjoining  sec- 
tions, a  feature  of  great  conven- 
ience when  cleaning  or  replacing 
the  glass. 

The  ends  of  the  doors  are  pro- 
vided with  felt  cushions  which 
insure  an  absolutely  dust  proof 
case  and  prevent  the  doors 
from  binding  by  eliminating  the 
friction  between  the  doors  and  the 
ends  or  sides  of  the  book  sections. 
The  book  sections  are  provided 

roller  bearings  upon  which  the  doors  are  hung  and  which  allow  the  doors  to 

back  with  perfect  ease. 


HORIZONTAL  INTERLOCKING  DEVICE 

Perfect  alignment  between  two  or  more  tiers  of  sections  is  only  possible  with 
our  Patent  Horizontal  Interlocking  Device.  The  slides  or  bolts  shown  in  the 
adjoining  cut  overlap  alternately 
the  backs  of  the  book  sections  and 
hold  sections  in  perfect  unison. 
No  metal  bands  to  mar  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  case  nor  tear  loose 
by  the  sagging  of  the  book  sec- 
tions. In  using  our  horizontal  in- 
terlocking device  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  do  any  fitting,  or  even  dis- 
turb the  sections.  After  having 
placed  the  sections  end  to  end,  the 
bolts  are  simply  pushed  over  with 
the  fingers  from  inside  the  case. 
When  not  in  use  the  bolts  are 
slid  back  entirely  out  of  sight.  With  the  Lundstrom  Patented  Horizontal  Interlock- 
ing Device,  Book  Sections  of  different  sizes  may  be  interlocked  side  by  side;  an 
exclusive  feature  of  greatest  importance.     See  pages  11,  19  and  25. 
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STANDARD  DESIGN 

THIS  Design  is  equally  well  adapted  for  use  in  the  home  or  office 
library.  The  cases  are  well  constructed,  neat  in  design,  and  all  that 
can  be  desired  in  finish  and  workmanship.  The  book  sections  in 
Style  C  have  solid,  plain  ends;  hinged  to  the  shelves  with  special  irons,  to 
allow  the  cases  to  be  folded  flat  for  shipment.  They  are  set  up  without  any 
tools  whatever,  and  when  so  set  up  are  very  rigid.  The  plain  top  section  has 
a  neat  ogee  front  moulding.  Different  styles  of  base  sections  are  furnished; 
plain  base  with  moulding  extending  to  the  floor  and  leg  base  with  square 
legs  as  illustrated  on  page  9. 
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STANDARD  DESIGN 

THE  Style  "C"  cases  are  made  in  plain  and  quartered  oak,  and  in  imi- 
tation and  genuine  mahogany.  They  are  furnished  in  different  sizes 
as  quoted  below,  and  as  illustrated  on  pages  8  to  13,  Made  in  two 
lengths;  standard  length,  34  inches  long  outside  and  32  inches  long  inside, 
and  three-quarter  length,  25^  inches  long  outside  and  231/2  inches  long  in- 
side.
